The volume of business has im­ 
proved from month to month much more than last year and tension 
of the unemployment situation has been relieved, he says. 
From Chicago comes the information that general improve­ 
ment in the industrial situation, particularly over conditions as 
they existed in the winter months, is indicated in reports gathered 
by the Aspirated Press from Federal, state, labor and industrial 
leaders in many states >of the Union.
